DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to xinder 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show 

elements 1 50, 1 52 and 1 54 as described in the specification filed on 06/30/2006. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure nxmiber of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed fi-om the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

3. Fig. 6 filed 10/10/2006 does not clearly show a sinusoidal surface of the second 
lens. Applicant is requested to provide a formal drawing of Fig. 6 filed on 06/30/2006 for 
better showing the sinusoidal surface. 

4. It is to be noted that Figs. 4 and 5 are not consistent since in Fig. 4 the sinusoidal 
surface faces toward the light source, and in Fig. 5. the sinusoidal surface faces away from 
the light source.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hsiung (6,481,322) in view of Ushiwata et al. (US Pub. 2001/0049988 Al), hereinafter 
Ushiwata. 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Hsiung teaches the invention substantially as claimed 
including a base, a frame (12 and 15), a motor 17 carried by the frame, a rotary blade 11, 
a cutting line indicator fixed to the frame having a container 20, and a single alignment 
means comprising screw 22 having threaded members. See Figs. 1-3. 

A lighting unit (3) comprises a light source 31 having a first lens and a second 
lens 32. It is to be noted that the light source inherently has a lens. 

Hsiung fails to teach the second lens being rotatable. Ushiwata teaches a lighting 
unit having a rotatable second lens 59 for adjusting a width of the light beam. See Figs. 
36 and 37. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to make the 
second lens of Hsiung rotatable as taught by Ushiwata so that a user can adjust a width of 
the light beam. 

7. Claims 3-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hsiung in view of Ushiwata as applied to claims above, and further in view of Cook 
(4,158,222). 

Regarding claim 3, Hsiung teaches the invention substantially as claimed except 
for the second lens having a sinusoidal surface. 
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Cook teaches a lens having a sinusoidal surface (72 and 74) for intensifying a 
light beam. See Figs. 2 and 6. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art to provide a sinusoidal surface as taught by Cook on the Hsiung's lens for 
intensifying a light beam. 

Regarding claim 4, Ushiwata teaches a laser light unit. See paragraph [125]. 

Regarding claim 5, the first lens in Hsiung produces a spot of light and the second 
lens 32 produces a light line. 

Regarding claims 6 and 7, official notice is taken that using a battery or an 
alternative current source to power the light source is well known in the art as evidenced 
by paragraph [0027] in Garcia. 

Regarding claims 8-11, the spatial relationship of the container, the screws (78 
and 130) and the saw blade is best seen in Figs. 1-3 in Hsiung. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-11 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
